Al- 
naady they an lug^ni^g teioiv the beneiN of 
their action aadteel the edntery influence of thrir 
amfca of internal improvement. Kentad^ alone is 
•till dormant. Her sister State.^, all aroond her, 
Kecth, East, Sooth, and West, have constructed, 
•ad aia rapidly pushing to eonq^letion, syetems of 
railroads, which, like great arteries, pulsating with 
the lifers blood of the CommoDwealth, permeate 
yHb whole territories, adding vastly to the value 
•f their lands and the wealth of their citizens in 
every city, town, and county. On everj' side they 
to our very borders, and tind in our gallant, 
l^ile, and chivalrous State an impus.^able barrier 
to their further progress. 

All around ns our enterprising neighbors are call- 
ing loudly upon us to arouse fiora the lethargy 
which has so long paralysed our efforts and join 
tbem in the onward march of improvement, hut we 
do not hear; they stretch out their hands in suppli- 
cation to us no longer tu block up the great highway 
of nations, but we heed them not. The great lines 
of intercuinruunication lietween the Elast and the 
We=t. tlie North and tlie South, wliich should pass 
ri;rht through the heart of Kentucky, developing 
her ine.vhaustible resou ces and pouring wealth and 
plenty into her lap, are thns fmoed to go around her, 
and leave her iaolated aad helpless. The measure- 
less deposits of coal aad iron and other useful min- 
erals which underlie whole counties are valueless for 
their inaci:e. -nihility. 'J'be va.'>t forests of excellent 
timber which nii^ht made to add immensely to 
the wealth of our .State are left to decay liecause 
their product.s caiuvit lie transported to mills or 
markets. Numi*rless line water powers, which 
mifjht furnish motors for whol-- citii s trf industrious 
m.inuf icturers, are lt;ft to iiiii.iiiir illy in their 
mountain retre.iLs, where coniiiicrce < annot reach 
th'-ni. aud hundreds of thou-sands of acres of the 
finest and riclie.st soil th.it ever yielded to the plow 
are l•^ft with tli" sir^^iii mould as uudisturoed as 
when it w.is trodden only by the fleet foot of the 
del r er tlie iiuist-less ni.KJctsiu of the Indian Imnter, 
lie<..us»' ih-re .'ire :io n; -.ins of c )uveyiu>: their rich 
liar\ pst^ t(; a ill .rl\-'. .

>.enrucky are lie^mning to .see and appreciate this 
gr' st want, tmi iliev c uinot spare from their or- 
diiury pursuits ali the means tn supply it. They 
kaira tktatAj oeatriiMtad kigaly for thia pnrpoee, 
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but not enongfa to oomidete thafar neeeeetey wter- 

prises or to ke3p pace with oar more thrifty neigh- 
bors. 

The internal improvements of the Korthwestem 
States have been constructed cUa^ by w t^^a ef 
the liberal grants of public lands by the Federal 
Government, and those of our Sonthem neighbors 
owe their progre-^ principally to the aid extended to 
them by the States tliemselves. It is useless for us 
in Kentucky- to expect to keep pace with them im- 
less we avail earselves of similar advantages. There 
is no prospect that we will be able to obtain any 
material aid for these purpoes from the Federal 
Government, aud there is no other resource but our 
own State. 

Our works of internal improvement are already 
languishing' for this aid. We want our railroads 
everywhere fuiislicd. We need the Louisville and 
Nashville road, the one to the Big San.ly. the one to 
Djn\ ille. the one to jNIemplus, the one to Maysville, 
the one to Covington, the one to the Cuml)erland 
(iaj). We need the completion of the works on the 
Kentucky and Green rivers, and the improvement of 
the na\ igation of the 15ig Sandy, the Licking, and 
Cuuitterl.anil rivers. Thus every portion of our 
whole .State nriy be improved and its resources de- 
velojied. All this can be ilune and luore by tlie iii- 
flueiu e of State aid. AVitliout it no new cnt-jrprises 
can be successfully in.stituted, and those already 
begun must drag their slow length wearily along. 

This State aid can be provided in such in.innor as 
to exjK'nd for such ptirf>o.se ten millions of dollars 
without adding actually one mill to the (ire-sent rate 
of taxation. It is believed tkit, under our present con- 
stitutional regulations of the sinking fund, it. of it- 
self, would lie sulTicient to pay off not only all the 
present indebtedness of the Stat^' but all of the pro- 
posed additional ten millions within thirty years; but, 
to avoid any centingency, ample provision can be 
made (and in the bill which we publish such provi- 
sions are Boade) by which, for each dollar of taxes 
inii<osed for internal improvement purposes, at least 
a corresponding amount would be deducted from the 
ordinar\- revenue Ux, and the interest of the Suite 
in these works, thus aided to completion by her lib- 
erality, would in all probabOity becom.e a source of 
•etaal profit and pour a continual income into the 
State treaaoiy, contributing greatly to relieve our cit- 
izens from tha budeii of titration iaatead «f ad- 
ding to it. 

It is im p oesi b le within the limits of a single news- 
paper artiek tomaka even a passing allorion to the 
details of this proposition fbr State aid to internal 
improveaMBte or to aentfaa a^y conrideraUe portion 
of the reeakaal bwadte net only topartiealar.loeali- 
tieshnt totha whok Statoat ta^ge. W« wish to 
draw to the mlijeet the attention of the people 
throughont the State, to urge it upon the candid con- 
sideratiaK flf avaiy citiaen without distinctk>n and 
witfaoat icAmnoe to partiea. io a project with 
whidi paf^ism has notiiing to do, and we do not 
advaeato k nor da wa wirii to eee it advocated as a 
par^ raeaoaw. It la a sahjact wUeh wa eoaddor 
of Tkaliaiportaaee to the pngreesof oar State in 
wealth and population and nuterial devehipaMnt, 
and actually necessary to the welfare of our whole 
Commonwealth. We shall continue to keep it before 
the people and to jjresent such rea.sons in its favor 
as we think will convince all who will read them of 
the utility, the profit, and Ae aeetorilj.fBr the 
prompt adoption of such a measure.

Dbluqochct of THa Late Cosoaasa.— The 
pablieis peihaps of the impnesioa that bwsanse the 
late Oongress ezpited without any ef Oeee scenes 
of draahjBiMte aad brawling whioh lA Meeat times 
havasafreqaaatly disgroeedths lastaad ef Con- 
gresses it was ia most respecte a very exemplary bo- 
dy, and at any rate expired with perfect profniety. If 
the pnblic has any sach impresdmi it is sMist de- 
pfenbly anstafcea. The National Inldligeneer, 
whose testimony upon a point of this kind is con- 
clusive, employed the following strong language on 
the day after the termination of the session: 

The existence of the Thirty-Fourth Congress of 
the United States came to an end yesterday fore- 
noon under circumstances more discouraging — not 
to say blameable — than any which have ever l>efore 
fallen under our observation. 

We oonfess that so severe a judgment from a 
journal of such boandless, almost fanUstic charity 
as the National Intd^encer took us at first glance 
somewhat by surprise, as it auy take our readers. 
It is, however, not man saven than merited. Em- 
anating firom the Intelligaicer, it implies a vast 
deal more than it asserts, but its whole significance, 
direct aad.otherwise, is anqaestfamaUy jnst and lit. 
The fiiiMessasn of the kte Congress b a standing 
theme of indignant amazement with those who 
closely watched ito proceedings. The public busi- 
neas beyond aU doubt was aever before, net even oti 
theava or hi the height of gnat aatkwal caavasses, 
so reckleasly saerifleed to penonal and partisan in- 
terests. All bat the entire mass of the necessary 
andpnyw legidatira befdwe Congress was heed- 
lessly neglected until the last hours of ito existence, 
and then disiibeed of amidst sach tumult and disor- 
der and with such open and shameless disregard of 
the pnblic interasto as have had no pnrn'liiil in the 
history of tha Natioaal Legislature. Othsr Con- 
gresses, everybody is awan, have wni^ed and 
sca nd a lis ed the psa pl e hi thia way ba f en i t has 
become, indeed, a haMtaal thfaig— bat the Osagress 
that has just expired thasw tha tiawriaiihis of its 
predecesson tat iato tha shade. It aggravated a 
vice into a criiM. It oaM^aagMSsad Csngnas. It 
surpassed its owq corporate i niqui ty. 

We do not presume to say exactly when the bur- 
den of this grave offense lies, but it must evidently 
lie somewhere with the majority of tlw members 
themselves, for, having the power, they of cours« 
are responsible for the abuse of it. The Nation:il 
Intelligeucer is of the opinion that it does not lie 
with the chairmen of the leading committees, or 
with the Speaker of the House. It says on this 
point: 

It would, however, l)e unjust if, while giving ex- 
pression to the conviction forced upon us by the 
facts and circumstances thus designated, we did not 
except f.-oiii the scope and applicatkm of our re- 
marks tin- chairmen of the leading committees in 
both branches of Congress, as well as tiie able and 
impartial Speaker of the late Hou.se of Kepresenta^ 
tives, unsurpassed, if not unequalled, by auy of his 
predecessors in the same responsible and exacting 
clujr. If the dispatch of the public business was 
often impeded, and sometimes wholly frustrated, 
the Cult eaaast fisiriy be laid at thnr door, since 
tiw asrididfy ef the Ibrmer, so far as they fell under 
his jurisdiction, was ably seconded by the eilicieucy 
of the latter. 

'■" By the formal spe<Mlication of these exception--, 
the Intelligencer doubtless intended to cast the d-irk 
burden upon the ro^t of Cvufjrc.-?. It i? a tcnil.lc 
weight of censure, but the country will undoubtedly 
approve it. The fault is a most atrocious one. And 
it is al# a most pernicious one. There clearly mu.st 
be an end to such Congressional delinquency or there 
will be an end to the re.spectability and usefulness 
of Congress. It is infamous. Unless a prompt and 
thorough reform in the method of transacting pub- 
lic badness is ad<qited and faithfuUy pursued. Con- 
gress will speedily sink into bitter and universal 
contempt.

pl.K e in > our midst the best fatted cattle in the State, 
and drive to \our slaughter-houses from lilty to one I 
hundred thousand hogs anniuilly. The diatilleriea ' 
can duf yaa firatn ten to twenty thousand banels of j 
old Bonnoa every season. Besides this, tier popu- | 
lation must be clothed. The comforts of life fur- 
nished by the Gulf districts of country .Miuth niusi 
Ije drawn from your midst.

— Yesterday afternoon intelligence was 
received that the upward passenger train had been 
precipitated from the bridge across Maddy ISHfc, 
about 16 miles from this city. Mr. Breoka immedi- 
ately dispiitched a spet ial train wi^ive «r rix phy- 
sicians, mattresses, and various aSlMMAVikaeaa^ 
fort and relief of the sufferers. 

Arriving at the scene of the disaster, we found 
the most complete wreck we ever witnessed. The 
bridge was atlout lOU feet in length and some 10 or 
15 feet high. The eqgiae aad baggaee car had 
pamed safoly over, hut when the forward passenger 
car came on" the liridire t'ave way, falling sideways, 
and throwing the c.ir into the l>ed of the creek. 
Fortunately, the other car fell off" to the right, or 
the loss of life might have been much greater. 

A brakeman named Garrison Smith, brotber-in- 
law of Mr. Compton, the conductor, was instantly 
killed. A lady named Mrs. Sbeek^ who waa going 
to Woodville, had a limb broken m two places bnt 
was able to proceed on her journey. 

A Frencliman named Jacob Flaxon had the flesh 
badly torn from his left arm. He appeared to sufier 
severely, but the pbysidaas did not consider him in 
any danger. 

A numiier of other persons received slight cuts 
and brui.ses, bnt not of a serious nature. 

The wounded Frenchman and the remains of 
Smith were brought down on the sj)ecial train. 

The train from the North arrived al>out an hour 
after the accident, and immediately returned with 
the passengers of the unfortunate train. The front 
passenger car was completely wrecked — not a single 
seat in it befaigleft vkele. Uadar the dMaaMtan- 
ces, itiaahaoat mirawalnaa that mCiw van ii^i"'- 
ed. 

No cause can be aasiened for the bridge giving 
way in this manner, as it was considered to be one 

of the safest and mo?-t substantial on the road, hav- 
inj£ lieen liut recently erected. 

Mr. Anderson, the Superintendent, was on the 
engine at the time, and escaped unhurt. He gave 
every possible attention to the wants of the suffer- 
ers, aad todt measures to have the bridge cleared 
away aad npaiiad aa aoon as poeuble.

LATER FK031 CliXTKAL AMERICA. 

The Aspinwall Courier furnishes the Mlwwlng, da- 
tails of the news from Nicaragua: 

GREY-ro>vN, Friday, Feb. 20. 

The royal mail steamship Trent arrived at Grey- 
town on the 11th inet., and found there the British 
men-of-war the Cossack, Tartar, Victor, Pioneer, 
and Intrepid. The Orion had ^oiie to Pearl Bay, 
in conriequence of tlie un>afe liarl>or out>ide, her 
draft of water being too great to permit her coming 
into the harbor. The crews are said to l>e aU 
healthy. 

After the capturtiof the river boats the other day. 
Mr. Scott, the agent, with surprising speed and en- 
ergy, prepared a boat, called the Rescue, and dis- 
patched her up the river; t^ut from her not having 
returned, reasonable fears were entertained of her 
having fiaUea into the bands of the Costa Kicans, 
but whfak wtNdiqpeDad by WomUic her appear- 
ance. 

On Sunday (15th) news reeehad Ore%-town that 
Walker had re-jxisisessed himadf af SarapHiui; frotu 
inquiries 1 have made of those here, it would ajipear 
that on the 13th Walker'.s party attrn ked that place 
at 6 A. M., with a force of JtWl men and 2 nine 
pounders, the Costa Uiean^ hoMing on till alicut the 
.■-anie time the follow ing day, w hen they evacuated 
and Walker's people twik jKissession. after sustain- 
ing a loss of two men killed and three wounded. 
From a statement of a prisoner in the hospital, it 
appears that the Costa Ricans liad a loss of 11 killed 
and 20 wounded. The Rescue, above referred to, 
confirmed the Serapiqui accounts, and brought fur- 
ther news of the fall of Cxstillo into the bands of 
Walker's party 011 Monday, with a loss of 8 killed 
and 20 wounded. It is stiUed that the Coeta Ricans

ibemselves of the' J. N. Scott, but her machinery 
had been so much injured that they were una- 
ble to bring faer down mtfl repaira afa eAeted. 
The Rescue bad on boaf|Cj.l^gh[fcl|a, who came 
down for provisions, ot v>iBpi11|Mi 4^ fl*''^ 
present at Gieytown. 

The Britidi naval a n t b o ri t i a e here are uavaatiiif 
thoae recruit* from being forcibly compeUed to Jmn 
Walker, who claim their protection. Some very dis- 
graceful scenes are at times enacted ou board "those 
river bhats. It was only the other day a man's cries 
tt munder awakened the attentkm ot the command- 
er of the Victor, who discovered that he had been 
threatened with his life, aud a pistol held at his head 
for protesting against going up to fight, (.if course, 
the interference had the effect of resetting the man, 
and abou^ fifteen others, who went out of the ranks 
on l«ing mustered at the desire of the naval author- 
ities. A report was afloat that two Englishmen had 
becu ba.^gea on Ijoard the last river boat that went 
up. Cajitain Cockhum, of the Cossack, at present 
senior naval officer, defined Col. Lis^liiidire and the 
IJescue, on her arrival yesterday, until lie fully in- 
vestigated the case, and, after rescuing three men 
claiming British protection, he allowed them to pro- 
ceed, 1 suppose being satinied of the falsity ot the 
report.

Pursuer steamer Trent. 
Pu.sT.\ Akk.n.vs, Feb. 19. 
February kh. the steamer Texa.s arrived with 
200 men, who proceeded up the river, and joined 
Col. Anderson's force of 2t)0 men. Tlie 5th was 
spent in cleaning arms; on the 6th we advanced 
with the steamer Rescue and took it, losing two 
men killed. According to the enemy'* account, 
they lost seven killed and a large number wounded. ' 
The same day we fell liack on our former position, 
l)ecause it was useless to attempt anything on the 
opposite side of the river without artillery; the next 
mumiiig we ran op to a point of 500 yards below 
Sera;4qni and landed all the force and artillery- ex- 
cept one cotnpany, which we left at Fort Anderson; 
then we ercrted i)arricLides and bush houses for the 
men, pro\ i>i!jns, and artillery. Next day we began 
cutting a road aud liridging the creek up to Cody's 
Point. On Wedticsday e\ eiiing we started up this 
road, to moimt our artilleiy at Cody's Point, which 
work waeconpletadon Thwrad^r'akht. 

The fbrce thus posted was nnder the command of 
Col. Titus — the artillery l>eing under Gen. Bob. 
Wheat, the left renting on the artillery, tlie right 
ranging up the river; lioth being protected by the 
shrubbery along the banks of the river. On Friday 
morning, at the break of day, Gen. Wheat opened 
his lire on the fort occupied l^y the Coata ivican 
forces; at the same time. Col. l': aiik .\nderson cros- 
.sed the river with ISu men and tool; i>i>sition ou the 
point called "Alvarado." They united thore at 
noon, and without being jievceiveil hy tlie enemy. 
Meanwhile the action bad been guiiig ou warmly 
iMitween Gen. Wheat's artiUny and OoL Titiu'ii 
command on one side, and the Costa Ricans in the 
Serapiqui fort. One of their pieces was dismounted, 
and another, their heaviest ,was not lired during the 
day, Capt. Brantly's company of riflemen keeping 
up such a destructive tire that they did not dare tu 
approach and load it. Cajit. Anderson's men hav- 
ing been jiosted, ojiencd a vii;orons tire on the right 
flank of the enemy, driving them from their iiarri- 
cades to the main' liuilding up the S.iti Juan river. 
Ifnm that time till dark, a constant and .Nevere fire 
waakapt up from C^ody's aud Alvar.ido'.s party, 
which was responded to by scatteriug siiots from the 
Co^-ita Ricaus, and we saw the enemy running away 
into the woods, leaving their Uankets and tluowing 
their guns awav. The f^—-—' «t tka Furt at 
berapiiiui. Col. lUaaoo, waa aiMMt the ifat that left 

at 2>'a' P. M. 

During the day. Col. Anderson's force lost two 
killed and two wounded, the latter being now able 
todo duty. Col. Titus's command, two wottuded, 
and the artillery imiie. 

The ne.xt morning, Capt. De IJrissot and a volun- 
teer, called Kentuck, went over in a canoe, pulled 
down the Costa Rican flag aud hoisted the lone star 
of Nicaragua, all the enemy having abandoned the 

g)tnt in the night, and upwards of 400 stands of 
nglish minnie muskets were left ^-attered on the 
ground. Col. F. Anderson'.s command crossed in 
the steaiiior and took jKissession, finding 13 dead 
bodies in the principal fort, probably all killed bv 
the artillery of Gen. Wheat. Fifty men of this 
command were detached for bniyiiig the dead of the 
enemy, which amounted to SS, ' Five pieces of ar- 
tillery, 4 brass 6-poimder {rieces anil 1 iron 9-poun- 
der piece, with corresponding ammunition, were 
founu: also, 50.00<) n'tmil? of minnie rifle cartridtjes, 
in good condition, and a large 'luaiitity of damaged 
ammunition; 250 {uiirs pantaloons, 4U bushels lieans 
and six barrels salt beef, enough kettles and pans 
for 2,000 men. 

The same night the steamer Rescue took up the 
forces of Col. Titiis and one 4-iKjunder gun to the 
Island of !San Carlos, which wa.s takeu w ithout any 
resistance. The boat returned to Serapiqui, anS 
took up all the stores needed at the above post, and 
then prweeded up the river in pursuit of the steam- 
er Charles Morgan, which had gone on with the 
news of the Costa Ricans having left Serapiqui. The 
Morgan had four hours' start, and the Rescue came 
in sight of her just as she went over Castillo Rapids. 
The Costa Ricans Iiad tar and rocin on the steamers 
Scott and Cacbuca, and all the buildings of the town. 
At the moment they saw the Rescue, they set Are to 
the boaL-^ and buildings, and at the s;ime time open- 
ad a heavy lire of round shot and grape from the 
forts on the bill. The lower fort of the river was 
taken by storm .by Capt. West's company, of Ool. 
Titus's company. * Four men jumped nom the Res- 
cue, swam against a six-mile current, cut loose and 
saved the steamer J. N. Scott, although the lua- 
chinei'y was much injured. All the furniture and 
beddiiig of the National Hotel were saved; all other 
houses, with their contents, were destro3'ed. In tak- 
ing this fort, the enemy lost 45, while we had only 
one killed. The Costa' Ricans were still 50 strong 
on the high fort of Castillo, cut otf from water and 
provisions, and surrounded by otir fon-e- On the 
18th the fort was to have been taken iiy >iorm. By 
this time that is done, and communication has been 
aatabliahad with WaUBtr.
